Springbank Farm, T. R. Dent, owner, Woodstock, 
Ont., has just completed an R. O. P. record at just 15 years 
old of 822 lbs. fat from 18,991 lbs. milk, 4.30%, giving her 
ten consecutive records that total 9,062 lbs. fat from 207,- 
050 lbs. milk, 4.38%. No other cow of any breed anywhere 
in the world so far as we know has ever approached this 
lifetime showing in any number of lactations under offi- 
sial or semi-official supervision. Her records are:

No other cow that ever lived has ever made three rec- 
yrds above 1,100 Ibs. fat, or five above 1,000 lbs. fat, six 
ibove 900 lbs. fat or eight above 800 Ibs. fat. It will be 
noted that she has made an outstanding record every year 
sxcept in ler ninth lactation, in 13-year-old form, when she 
was handicapped by serious illness after dropping twin 
bulls, neither of which lived, but was kept on test—that 
is, her milk was weighed and tested for butterfat—in 
order to keep her lifetime record unbroken. This small 
record could be omited from her total and she would still 
be far ahead of any other cow of any breed, the next 
highest on the list being the University of Nebraska sen- 
sation, La Vertex Quantity of U Neb, with ten A. R. rec- 
rds totalling 8,455 lbs. fat, who is the only cow to come 
within 1,000 lbs. of the lifetime record of Springbank 
Snow Countess. 

In Canadian R. O. P. they have no special subdivision 
‘or three times-a-day milking and it is only recently that 
Canada has adopted to practice of officially recording the 
number of milkings per day except in the two-time divi- 
sion; but we are informed that Countess has never been 
milked more than three times-a-day except for a few 
brief periods early in a few of her lactations. This of 
course is considerable of a handicap when she is com- 
beting with cows that are milked four times-a-day the 
year around, year after year, and reflects additional credit 
in this wonder-cow. 

Although not a show cow, Springbank Snow Countess 
‘Sa grand old dairy machine. The accompanying picture 
was taken when she was 12% years old, about the time of 
her eighth freshening. We have been promised a new 
bicture showing her as she looks today at just past 16 
years old as soon as the weather up in Woodstock is suit- 
able for live stock photography.

Springbank Snow Countess is believed to be safe in 
calf again but of course at her advanced age of 16 years 
the future is problematical, although those who have seen 
her lately will tell you that she still looks like a cow in the 
prime of life. Whether or not she ever makes another R. 
O. P. record, her lifetime record of 9,062 lbs. fat will prob- 
ably not be exceeded by any other cow of any breed for 
some years to come; and it may well be that never again 
will any cow of any breed make ten officially supervised 
records that average over 900 Ibs. fat.

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Making Holstein Sales

signment Sale Company it may be in order to devote a 
chapter to the outfit with which the writer was con- 
nected until the spring of 1909. 


The consignments of Stevens Brothers to the sales of 
the Breeders’ Consignment Sale Company usually included 
animals that contributed to the reputation of the series. 
One such entry, in the sale of 1911, recorded the first five- 
figure price realized in public auction 
when King Segis Pontiac Alcartra, 
from Stevens Brothers’ herd was 
bought by John Arfmann at $10,000. 

Among surviving members of this 
breeders’ sale group, Ward and Ralph 
Stevens are still widely known by rea- 
son of the extent and character of 
their activities in the breeding and 
marketing of Holsteins over a long 
period of time. 


Ralph Stevens righly is credited 
with expert ability as a judge of cat- 
tle, though too quiet and lacking in 
self-assertion ever to seek recognition 
in this capacity. A careful buyer and 
a salesman of unusual tact, he fitted 
to perfection into the Brookside or- 
ganization. As a boy he lost a leg as 
the result of an injury to the bone 
above the knee, but this loss he never 
permitted himself to regard more 
seriously than as a handicap to be 
overcome by energy and agility in the 
handling of the one crutch with which 
he always kept up with the crowd. 
As a youngster at school he played 
his part in outdoor games and in base- 
ball swung a sure bat. It was not be- 
yond his capacity to follow a trout 
stream; and in most exercises he was 
“one of the boys.” When Henry Stevens & Sons were 
operating as a firm, Ralph was usually the traveling com- 
panion of his father, and the two walking together or

Company had acquired in a cattle and horse trade a little 
chestnut mare that appeared capable of considerable 
speed. The jockey of the concern had proved that the 
speed was there.

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Business at Blossom Hill Farms

which the casual] visitor fails to perceive. The at- 

tention of visitors quite naturally directs itself to 
the visible. One is very much taken up with the beau- 
tiful surroundings and there is so much to see that few 
folks get the inspiration for breeding which is to be found 
in the record of the development of that herd and the aims 
of its owner. Of course everyone knows that Blossom Hill 
Farms is owned by Mr. Martin J. Sheridan, Jr. 

But to get right to the facts as to what this herd con- 
sists of in the way of Holstein blood lines and how it pro- 
duces. There are about ninety milking cows. The en- 
tire herd has been tested in Class “C” or “B” for nearly 
eight years. Previously semi-official 7-day and year rec- 
ords were made. In recent years the herd has been on 
strictly twice-a-day milking in the Herd Improvement 
Registry. 

Production has averaged as high as 13,000 lbs. of milk 
in Class “C” during 1928-29. 

Mr. H. W. Norton, Jr., Sup’t. of Advanced Registry has 
recently compiled daughter-dam comparisons on three of 
the herd sires which is quite an “eye-opener” as to the 
productive ability of those herd sires through their daugh- 
ters. The mature equivalent average of 40 daughters of 
King Echo Pietje 346895 stands at 18,310 lbs. of milk and 
590 lbs. of fat. There was an increase of 880 lbs. of milk 
and 34 lbs. of fat for 26 daughters having dams in the herd. 

King Echo Pietje was sired by Avon Pontiac Echo a 
well-known son of May Echo Sylvia. His dam, Woodcrest 
Rita Pietje, was an 800-lb. fat granddaughter of Pietje 
22d (imported). Mr. Sheridan sold 15 of this bull’s daugh- 
ters for export to South America some years ago. Sev- 
eral others have been Class Leaders and State Leaders. 

Blossom Hill Fannie was a National Class Leader in 
1927 with 15,341 lbs. of milk and 476 of fat at two years 
in “C.” Blossom Hill Korndyke was National Class Leader 
in 1929 at 3 years with 20,975 lbs. of milk and 679 lbs. of 
fat in “B.” Numerous daughters of this sire have been 
State Leaders in Class “C.” 

Perhaps the greatest “Cow Family” in the herd is that 
headed by Plumbago Canary Mercedes 2d 206697. She was 
a@ great transmitting and producing dam, having quite a 
list of daughters and granddaughters in the herd. Her 
own record made at 8 years was 21,500 lbs. of milk and 
857 lbs. of fat. She also made two 30-lb. 7-day butter 
records. 

Some of the better daughters of this great cow have 
records as follows: 

Blossom Hill Fritzi—Sr. 4-year-old in 10 months, 16,- 
299.3 Ibs. milk and 600.6 lbs. fat. 

Blossom Hill Patricia—Sr. 3-year-old in ten months, 
15,108 lbs. milk and 501 Ibs. fat. 

Blossom Hill Yvonne—Sr. 3-year-old in ten months, 
14,364 lbs. milk and 505 lbs. fat. 

Blossom Hill Adrienne—6 year old in ten months, 
13,377 lbs. milk and 489.6 lbs. fat. 

The daughter, Blossom Hill Fritzi, was the highest 
Class B 4-year-old in the country for the year ending 
March 31, 1930. Another real one is Winnie Vale Korn- 
dyke De Kol who in addition to making 34 lbs. butter in

7 days from 861 lbs. of milk later produced 13,800 Ibs. of 
milk and 426 lbs. fat in Class “C” at 14 years of age, 
which was second highest for cows over 10 years. 

Mr. Sheridan’s present herd sire, Triune King Valen- 
tine, is a proven son of Triune Ormsby Piebe and his 22 
daughters in the herd that have completed records have a 
mature equivalent average of 18,790 pounds of milk and 
614 pounds of fat. According to Superintendent Norton, 
20 of these daughters that have tested dams show an in- 
crease oi 960 pounds of milk and 31 pounds of fat, which 
is certainly very good. 

In the office at Blossom Hill you will find a most com- 
plete system of records which tell a very interesting story 
regarding the history of individual cows and “cow fami- 
lies.” Incidentally these records are proving Mr. Sheri- 
dan’s theory that a 3.3% to 3.6% Holstein is, on the aver- 
age, a larger producer of both milk and fat and is more 
profitable than the Holstein testing 3.8% to 4%. 

“As we look lack over the past,” says Mr. Sheridan, 
“we are forced to admit that we, like the owners of other 
breeds, have measured the value of sires from a false 
premise.” “I am glad we have at last realized that forced 
semi-official records on a selected few of most any bull’s 
daughters will dishonestly indicate him to be a good 
proven sire, and that’s why I think well of the program of 
analyzing herds in Herd Test to obtain a true picture, and 
not a perverted one, of the actual ability of sires.” 

Five milk routes owned by Blossom Hill, and developed 
entirely from the farm, retail between 1,150 and 1,300 
quarts of milk daily, the bulk of which is sold, capped, and 
advertised as “Holstein Milk.”. Mr. Sheridan has used 
quantities of Holstein Milk literature from the Extension 
office and is a thorough believer in the merits of Holstein 
milk and the need for protecting the market against 
prejudice. The 345.6 acres at Blossom Hill are devoted 
entirely to the breeding of Holstein cattle. This in spite 
of the fact that you will find about a dozen grade Guern- 
seys which supply milk to those customers who absolutely 
refuse to take straight Holstein milk. Naturally enough 
every milkman finds certain customers who cannot be won 
over to Holstein milk, or who because of certain conditions 
or ailments require a higher testing milk. 

Mr. Sheridan purchased Blossom Hill Farms seventeen 
years ago and has been a breeder of Holsteins since 1920. 
His best foundation cow, as indicated by his records of 
“cow families,” was Plumbago Canary Mercedes 2nd pur- 
chased with lot of ten head at the Seth Strickland Dis- 
persal. In the same year Mr. Sheridan purchased Rag 
Apple De Kol Clothilde at the National Dairy Show Sale 
for $1,050. She likewise proved a good one. The herd 
now numbers about 150 head. 

Mr. Sheridan has served as a director, vice president, 
or secretary of the State Holstein Association continuously 
since 1921. He has served long as president of the Hunt- 
erdon County Holstein Association, has been Chairman of 
the New Jersey State Dairy Committee, and is now a mem- 
ber of the New Jersey Council. He is likewise president 
of The New Jersey Official Grade A Milk Dealers Asso- 
ciation, and as a director of The Holstein-Friesian Asso 
ciation of America serves on the Extension Committee.

‘Marching Forward 


YEAR ago in our final issue of the year under the 
A title of “Recovery Year Ahead”, we had the temerity 

to predict substantially better business for the Hol- 
stein industry in 1935. Now at the year-end, there will 
be very general agreement that the events of the year 
have well justified that designation. Public sale prices, 
a reliable barometer, have advanced by about 30%, along 
with a 50% increase in number of animals sold, while 
private sales, particularly of the better animals, have made 
an even larger advance. Prices of milk and all dairy 
products have strengthened to a point that makes the 
picture much more attractive from the practical dairy 
standpoint, so that there is justification for prices of de- 
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sirable animals to advance still further. The Holstein 
milk marketing situation has definitely improved. 

During the year just closing, I have had unusual op- 
portunity to observe at first hand the work breeders are 
doing under a wide variety of conditions. Some 19,600 
miles have been covered personally by automobile and 
over 16,400 miles by train. Herds have been visited to 
the number of over 150 in 17 States, and two Canadian 
provinces. This total does not include the figures for 
other members of the World staff. In addition, corres- 
pondence has been voluminous. My very definite impres- 
sion, after this wide survey, is that our breeders are great- 
ly improved in morale. They are optimistic over the fu- 
ture of the industry and are carrying on their various 
programs with renewed interest and energy. 

This is definitely reflected in the 50% increase in num- 
ber of herds now enrolled in the Herd Test, the mainten- 
ance of Advanced Registry testing on an increasing scale; 
a 30% increase in volume of advertising carried by this 
publication during the year; a 45% increase in the World 
subscription list; a definite shortage of enough good bulls 
of serviceable age to meet the market demands, and, 
finally, a real scarcity of desirable surplus females. There 
appear to be many more breeders in the market for a few 
good ones than there are who have surplus to offer. Erad- 
ication and control programs on Bang’s Disease and Mas- 
titis have contributed to this condition, and there has been 
a sound tendency on the part of many breeders to take 
advantage of high beef prices and the improved market 
for what might be called commercial dairy animals in the 
pure bred ranks to sell from the bottom side of the herd. 
There has not been quite a wide enough spread between 
valuations of really good animals and the common sort, 
but it appears that this spread is widening, and we look 
for it to increase rather materially during the year ahead. 

It is still a favorable time to lay foundations for high 
class herds, and we look for renewed activity in this dil- 
rection if general business makes the continued recovery 
now anticipated. 

We wish to take this opportunity to thank our meny 
friends throughout the industry who have continued to ex- 
tend their loyal support through the purchase of advertis- 
ing space, furnishing news from their localities which has 
been of invaluable assistance in keeping our columns 
bright and newsy; and who have given subscription sup- 
port so necessary to the success of the publication. We 
have attempted most sincerely to merit your continued 
support through presentation of a paper worthy in some 
degree of the breed in which we are all interested. We 
pledge our best efforts to try to merit your continued con- 
fidence and patronage in the future. — 


Congratulations to Countess 


EATURED in this issue is the report of the tenth 
F record for the famous Canadian Holstein, Springbank 

Snow Countess with the phenomenal total of 9,062 
lbs. fat—the highest live-time production of butterfat ever 
recorded for any cow of any age or breed anywhere in the 
known world. Temporarily passed by the great Nebraska 
Holstein, La Vertex Quantity of U Neb, as announced in 
our issue of November 16, Countess regains the crown 
with a comfortable margin to spare, and both cows are far 
ahead of the best achievement for any other breed. 

Our congratulations are extended to Countess, for the 
contribution she has made to breed and dairy history, and 
to her genial owner and breeder, Mr. T. R. Dent, Spring: 
bank Farm, Woodstock, Ont. Breeders who have made rec- 
ords as high as 900 lbs. fat in a year on 3-time milking, 
will have a keener appreciation of what it really means to 
have a cow start out as a two-year-old and average above 
this figure for ten consecutive lactations. Only a real 
super-cow, properly fed and cared for, and likewise at- 
tended by the best of good luck throughout such a life 
time, could accomplish such a result. It is a fitting climax 
to a year of sensational performance for our breed. 


Rural Buying Helps Business 
NCREASED rural buying has made a very material 
[contribution to the upturn in general business this 
past year, according to figures just released by the 
U. S. Department of Agriculture. From the bottom of the 
depression, farm cash income has advanced 86% and rural 
retail sales 93%, this increase in rural purchasing power 
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contributing to about 40% of the industrial improvement. 
The total of money income, other than agriculture, has 
risen. 25% and city retail sales have risen 33%. Figures 
for 1935, of course, are not yet complete, but the Depart- 
ment estimates a further increase of over $2,000,000,000 in 
retail sales for this year, of which sales in rural com- 
munities account for $1,100,000,000, or 55% of the increased 
volume to a total of about $6,900,000,000. 

These are rather staggering figures but they do serve 
to show that the agricultural industry is forging ahead 
along recovery lines more rapidly than is business as a 
whole. The business of the large mail order houses sub- 
stantiates these conclusions. It all has its effect on the 
forecast of better business for breeders of purebred Hol- 
stein cattle in the year ahead, and should be of material 
interest likewise to commercial concerns serving Ag- 
ricultural America in developing their merchandising 
programs. 


Adjusting Records 

ROF. WILLARD of Wyoming, has made some compu- 
Pitations from their own herd records illustrating the 

effect which the dry period before freshening has 
upon the production for the succeeding lactation. In the 
article appearing this week he raises the question as to 
the possible need for developing a factor to reflect this 
situation in adjusting records for comparison. 

Personally we regard the whole program of adjusting 
records in the light of an evil that is probably necessary 
in the present development of our breed records. At best 
the procedure is fraught with much danger of proving 
misleading, an opinion that is strengthened by the data 
from Prof. Willard. For individual cows the system is 
worse than useless; for a half dozen daughters of a sire 
it may tell a story entirely contrary to the facts; on large 
numbers of cows it may be an aproximation. We shall 
welcome the time when such comparisons may be avail- 
able in sufficient numbers to that dams’ and daughters’ 
records may be compared at the same age and under sim- 


ilar conditions, without recourse to adjustment factors 
in any way.

Her sire is the 
great proven sire, St. Olaf Ormsby Sensation 346641 and 
her dam is Jewel Dora Pontiac 2d 509618, with two 
records over 757 lbs. fat. She was bred by St. Olaf 
College, Northfield, Minnesota, and is now owned by 
E. H. Maytag, Newton, Iowa. At the age of 2 years, 
5 months, 7 days, she produced 18,021.7 lbs. milk, aver- 
age per cent fat 3.1 and 566.4 lbs. fat in 365 days and 
at 3 years, 9 months, 1 day of age, she was credited with 
23,243.7 lbs. milk, 3.3 per cent fat and 764.7 Ibs. fat in 
365 days. Then at the age of 5 years, 5 months, 19 
days, she produced 25,364.5 lbs. milk, average per cent 
3.0 and 770.8 lbs. fat in 365 days and qualified for a 
ten-months’ record, also, carrying calf 166 days of the 
test. Tested again at the age of 6 years, 7 months, 19 
days, she produced 27,775.5 lbs. milk, average per cent 
3.3 and 927.8 lbs. fat in 365 days. All her records were 
made in Classification A. During the lactation period 
Just completed, she had 17 official test periods of which 
one was a retest and three were check tests, one con- 
ducted by a supervisor from Wisconsin. Her production 
of 1,018.3 lbs. fat makes her the 230th Holstein-Frie- 
sian cow to produce more than 1,000 lbs. fat in a year 
and she is also the 160th cow to produce more than 
30,000 Ibs. milk in a year.

St. Olaf Pride Jewel is the fifth 1,000-lb. fat pro- 
ducer developed during the past two or three years by 
Maytag Dairy Farms, who report that she is due again 
in March by DeCreamCo Calamity Posch.

AGREES WITH FRANK DECKER 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

In your Round Table, I saw a letter by Mr. Frank N. 
Decker, on giving the red and white cow milk and pre 
mium over black and whites, and that is some different 
than it is in the milk shed covered by the Boston market, 
or, at least, the cooperative called the Consolidated Dairys 
that have a few plans in this county. Their standard is 
based on three seven (3.7%) test and they only pay two 
and one-half cents a point for the fat above that test, and 
the Jersey and Guernsey men are up in arms about it for 
their neighbor going to New York plans get four cents. 

In my mind this is all caused by such blunders by the 
milk companies as Mr. Decker tells about. 

Vermont ships most of its milk to Boston and more 
of its cows are the yellow skinned type, especially on the 
east side. 

I have been told the same condition exists in the Wash- 
ington and Baltimore markets where they have got the 
test too high. 


Another angle to this high test cry is where is the 
country going to get its veal if every farmer turns to 
yellow skins for their calves will not make good veal as a 
rule, being too small and sure don’t bring much as bobs. 
Average weight at birth is under 70 lbs. We have both 
Holsteins and Jerseys and the most we ever got for a 
Jersey bob was three dollars and from that down to fifty 
cents. Today, we sold twin Holstein calves a week old 
for $11, and most all of our Holstein calves weigh on an 
average of 100 lbs. I had a pair last summer we sold one 
week old for $20—some difference for the Jerseys.

Influence of Dry Period 


N adjusting milk and butterfat records to ascertain the 

merits of Holstein sires a wide range in records is 

noticeable in the same individual and an interest is 
immediately aroused as to a possible cause for this varia- 
tion. Differences in adjusted records of the same individ- 
ual are usually taken as a matter of course and the state- 
ment has been made that all of the adjusted records of 
all the daughters and dams should be considered in es- 
tablishing the most reliable sire indices. 


The use of adjustment factors is intended to make for 
uniformity of yearly records of individual cows by the 
elimination of the variations due to age, number of daily 
milkings and time of breeding. Some factors not con- 
sidered are length of dry period previous to the test year, 
quality of the feed, and the individuality of the cows. 
That the length of dry period combined with the number 
of days between calvings previous to the test period may 
be of some consequence in the adjustment of records, has 
come to our attention while analyzing the records made 
by Holstein cows in the University of Wyoming herd. 
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Two cows in the herd had records covering seven lac- 
tations. The adjusted records for the sixth and seventh 
lactations were on a yearly average 123 and 229 pounds 
of fat more than the average of the first five lactations or 
an increase of 26 and 56 per cent. When these larger 
records were made, the cows were nine and ten years of 
age. The records are summarized in Table 1.

Investigation of the time of breeding of these cows 
showed that during their 5th lactation both failed to con- 
ceive for an unusually long period. Consequently both 
cows had a long dry period, and the extended time Dbe- 
tween calvings allowed for the building of body reserves. 
Not only did this rest period help to increase production 
in the immediate subsequent lactation, but the effects 
were carried over through the next lactation period. Note 
should be taken in Table 2 of the reversion to the average 
time between calvings previous to the 6th lactation and 
its apparent slight effect upon the record following it. 
Both cows are now on their 8th lactation and to date are 
milking well up to their two previous lactations.

An interesting visitor, blessed with a natural sense of 
humor, Ward is always good company. The years have 
brought reverses and family bereavement with some im- 
pairment of health, but he carries on with such capability 
as was manifest in his work as judge of Holsteins a year 
ago at N. Y. State Fair and later as judge at the winter 
show at Harrisburg. 

Ward is, interested in a farm stocked with Holsteins 
and occupied by his younger son, Fred, situated a few 
miles from his Liverpool residence, and nearly every day 
finds him there working among the cattle. Ward has a 
long-established reputation among live stock men as an 
expert cattle feeder. This is a gift distinguishing the 
natural caretaker who seems to know by intuition the 
needs of the animals in his charge. There are a good 
many of us who know a few things about cattle but only 
now and then do we find a man who really knows cattle. 
Such a man is Ward Stevens whose life work has had to 
do mainly with the breeding and feeding of pure bred Hol- 
steins of outstanding quality. Incidentally, Ward in- 
stituted an important and much-needed improvement in 
registration methods when he submitted a resolution re- 
sulting in the by-law of the Holstein-Friesian Association 
ealling for color diagrams on registry certificates, thus 
putting into effect a readier and more positive means of 
identification than was possible with the old form of cer- 
tificate which carried only a verbal description of color- 
markings. 


It was sume years after my withdrawal from the 
Stevens Brothers-Hastings Company to engage in the 
pedigree and public sale business that Stevens Brothers 
became conspicuous in the public sale activities of the 
Liverpool Sale and Pedigree Company, for which organi- 
zation the Stevens Brothers office served as headquart- 
ers. As sponsors of this company they staged frequent 
consignment sales in the newly erected Syracuse Sale 
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Pavilion in the edge of Liverpool which was favorably 
situated for their use. 

Meanwhile, King of the Pontiacs and his growing ligt 
of record daughters were making Holstein history in 
Brookside Herd and when in 1917 Stevens Brothers dis- 
persed the herd in public sale, its 309 members attained 
the unprecedented dispersal sale total of $242,665.00, an 
average of $785,—this without any of the extravagant 
individual prices that appeared in later Holstein sales. 
King of the Pontiacs at $10,500.00 was the highest priced 
animal sold, but if he had been younger in years it ig 
probable that he would have commanded a figure more 
nearly approaching the high prices realized in later sale 
events. This outstanding sire was bought by N. W. Sal- 
mon of Glenfield, N. Y., who immediately turned him over 
to Winterthur, Allamuchy and Tranquillity Farms at a 
resale price understood to have been $15,000. In this 
dispersal 72 daughters of King of the Pontiacs averaged 
$1,241.00. 

Brookside Herd in its dispersal achieved a triumph the 
most spectacular and extraordinary ever attained in any 
Holstein establishment. This dramatic sale marked the 
high tide in the fortunes of the two brothers whose united 
efforts from young manhood to middle age had contributed 
largely to the development’ of the Holstein breed in 
America during these eventful years.

Here 
too are a large number of daughters 
by his son of Prince Lulu May, and 
they are really a fine group with fine 
udders. Mr. Stewart has the finest 
breeding grade cow I ever saw. She 
is now 19 years old and has at least 
six daughters in the herds. The 
credit belongs to her pure bred an- 
cestry, since she could undoubtedly 
have been registered at one time. 

The Western Washington Experi- 
ment Station, Puyallup, Wash., had 
a really fine group of daughters of 
Chinook Homestead Cal, a son of 
Stadacona Pontiac Sir Homestead, at 
the Western Washington Fair at 
Puyallup this fall. It was a get of 
sire that would make any dairymen 
happy, and certainly speaks well for 
this line of breeding. The Stada-

serve in his uniform. Conditions are 
not too good in this section. There 
have been several years of practically 
crop failures. Last year looked like 
the biggest year in history, but about 
a week before harvest the black rust 
practically completely damaged the 
entire crop.

Not long ago Supt. Norton sent us 
for publication a story of the first 
four dam-daughter pairs of 1,000-lb. 
fat producers, but before we could 
find space to publish it a fifth such 
pair has appeared on the scene. This 
fifth such combination was completed 
when Carnation Princess Beauty 
1421701 finished her record of 1,056.8 
Ibs. fat from 32,125.2 lbs. milk at Car- 
nation Milk Farms as a five-year-old 
in Class A. Her dam, also bred and 
owned at Carnation, is the famous 
Carnation Ormsby Segis Beauty, a 
Matador Segis Ormsby daughter with 
1,191.7 Ibs. fat from 30,154.8 lbs. milk, 
4.0% as a six-year-old in Class A, and 
now well along on what is expected 
to be a considerably larger record. 


The first daughter-dam combina- 
tion to produce over 1,000 Ibs. fat 
each, was Spring Brook Bess Burke 
2d, as her daughter Bess Johanna 
Ormsby, both owned by H. D. du- 
Pont, Winterthur Farms, Delaware, 
when these great records were made. 
Spring Brook Bess Burke 2d finished 
her record of 24,918.1 lbs. milk, 4.1% 
fat and 1,032.8 lbs. fat at 8 years of 
age in 1919. She has four yearly 
records in full age form, all over 800 
lbs. fat. Her daughter, Bess Johan- 
na Ormsby, was tested during 6 dif- 
ferent lactations with 4 records over 
800 lbs. fat, three of which were for 
305 days only and one in Junior 4- 
’ year-old form. Her high record of 
30,143.3 lbs. milk, 3.97% fat and 1,198.1 
Ibs. fat was made in 8-year-old form 
and was finished in 1924. She is one 
of four daughters of Sir Pietertje 
Ormsby Mercedes with records over 
1,000 lbs. fat, the others being Colan- 
tha Pietertje Lass with 1,012.6 Ibs. 
fat, Glen Canary De Kol 2d with 1,- 
058.7 lbs. and Queen Piebe Mercedes 
with 1,111.6 lbs. fat. The average of 
these great records of Spring Brook 
Bess Burke 2d and her daughter Bess 
Johanna Ormsby, is 27,530.7 Ibs. milk 
and 1,115.5 Ibs. fat. 


The second pair to qualify were 
Kolrain Finderne Bess and her daugh- 
ter, Bess Finderne Mooie Fayne, both 
owned and developed by Fred F. Field 
of Dutchland Farms, Brockton, Mass. 
The older cow, Kolrain Finderne 
Bess, made her first long time record 
as a 65-year-old, 32,563.1 Ibs. milk, 
3.15% fat and 1,025.2 lbs. fat and was 
tested again in 7-year form on strict- 
ly official test throughout the year, 
and produced 35,085.4 lbs. milk, 3.18% 
fat and 1,117.2 lbs. fat. She was a 
daughter of Finderne Pride Fayne, 
who has one other 1,000-lb. fat daugh- 
ter, Kolrain Marion Finderne, whose 
record as a 6-year-old was 35,339.5 
Ibs. milk, and 1,022.9 lbs. fat in 363 
days. Bess Finderne Mooie Fayne 
completed this 1,000-lb. fat daughter- 
dam combination in 1927 when she 
finished her 365-day record of 27,843.2 
Ibs. milk, 3.62% fat and 1,006.7 lbs. 
fat in 7-year-old form. She bad pre- 
viously made 756 lbs. fat at 1 year, 
11 months of age and a Junior 3-year- 
old record of 942.8 lbs. fat. The av- 
erage of the two high records of this 
mother and daughter is 31,464.3 lbs. 
milk and 1,062 Ibs. fat. 


The third mother and daughter 


group of 1,000-lb. fat producers was 
Carnation Walker Hazelwood and her 
daughter, Carnation Inka Walker 
Hazelwood, both bred and developed 
by Carnation Milk Farms. Carnation 
Walker Hazelwood was tested first 
as a Junior 2-year-old and produced 
25,532.1 Ibs. milk, 3.82% fat and 976.2 
lbs. fat and again at 4 years, 10 
months of age when she made 29,082.5 
Ibs. milk, 4.12% fat and 1,198.9 Ibs. 
fat in 365 days. Her second record 
was completed in 1929, and these 
great records still lead the lists of 
Junior 2-year-olds and Senior 4-year- 
olds for the entire country. She is 
the highest record daughter of Segis 
Walker Matador, who has four 1,000- 
lb. fat daughters; the others are Car- 
nation Walker Inka with 1,002.8 lbs. 
fat, Cinderella Bracelet Matador with 
1,003.7 lbs. fat, and Carnation Segis 
La Reina with 1,071.6 lbs. fat. Car- 
nation Inka Walker Hazelwood com- 
pleted this third combination of moth- 
er and daughter, each with records 
over a thousand pounds fat, last No- 
vember when she finished her great 
record of 24,481.2 lbs. milk, average 
% fat 4.7 and 1,149.4 lbs. fat. She 
is a daughter of Sir Inka May, his 
third to exceed the 1,000-lb. mark; the 
other two are Carnation Inka Beauty 
May, with 1,150.9 lbs. fat, and Carna- 
tion Inka Piebe De Kol, with 1,035.6 
lbs. fat. Carnation Walker Hazel- 
wood and Carnation Inka Walker 
Hazelwood have the highest average 
fat production ever recorded for moth- 
er and daughter, with these remark- 
able records which average 1,174.2 
Ibs. fat. 


The fourth mother and daughter 
combination of 1,000-lb. fat producers 
was also developed at Carnation Milk 
Farms, consisting of Cascade Mad- 
cap Violet Fayne 2d 1077909, with her 
Class A record in five-year-old form 
of 1,036.3 lbs. fat from 29,245.1 Ibs. 
milk, and her daughter, Carnation 
Ormsby Violet 1331663, with her rec- 
ord completed this past summer of 
1,046.4 lbs. fat from 28,638.5 lbs. milk, 
also as a five-year-old. The latter is 
one of the five 1,000-lb. fat daughters 
of Matador Segis Ormsby. 


The fifth such combination is the 
one mentioned at the beginning of 
this story, Carnation Ormsby Segis 
Beauty and Carnation Princess Beau- 
ty, making three of the five dam- 
daughter groups standing to the credit 
of Carnation Milk Farms. We under- 
stand that a sixth such group is in 
the offing, also at Carnation, where 
another daughter of Carnation Walker 
Hazelwood is unofficially reported as 
exceeding the 1,000-lb. fat mark. If 
and when this comes to pass, Carna- 
tion Walker Hazelwood will be the 
only 1,000-lb. fat producer to have two 
daughters above 1,000 Ibs. fat. 


In fact, up to the present time, 
only two other cows have ever pro- 
duced more than one daughter with 
over 1,000 lbs. fat. These are Early 
Dawn Peep 55066, whose two daugh- 
ters are Aaggie Wayne Peep, with a 
record of 1,000.3 Ibs. fat, and Early 
Dawn Peep 2d, with a record of 1,- 
030.2 lbs. fat; and Banostine Belle, 
whose two daughters are Banostine 
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Belle De Kol (1,058.3 lbs. fat) and 
Maplecrest Pontiac Application (1,- 
075.4 lbs. fat). 


There are now 34 sires that each 
have two or more 1,000-Ib. fat daugh- 
ters in Holstein Advanced Registry. 
At the head of the list we find Mata- 
dor Segis Ormsby and Sir Pietertje 
Ormsby Mercedes 37th, each with five 
such daughters, followed by Carnation 
Segis Prospect, Dutchland Sir Aag- 
gie, Segis Walker Matador and Sir 
Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes, with four 
each. Sires with three 1,000-lb. fat 
daughters are Aaggie 3d’s Wayne’s 
Paul De Kol, and Sir Inka May, and 
23 others have two each. 


As Supt. Norton points out, the pro- 
duction of 1,000 lbs. butterfat in a 
year is a remarkable achievement and 
requires first of all a cow of tre- 
mendous producing capacity combined 
with great strength of constitution; in 
addition she must have the best of 
care and skillful feeding throughout 
the year. The list of 1,000-lb. fat pro- 
ducers in the Advanced Registry of 
the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America now stands at 232 with sev- 
eral additional prospects for the im- 
mediate future.

Director for three years, succeeding 
Robert M. Thompson of Heuvelton. 
President Morrison was chosen as 
delegate from the club to the Annual 
Meeting of the State Association and 
he called a meeting of the club for 
some time in January, at which time 
he will give his report on the state 
meeting.

Chaffee, President of the State Asso- 
ciation and Dr. L. C. Cunningham, 
farm economist at Cornell University.

Rag Apple Bulls Build Hays Herd 


By T. L. TOWNSEND 


In the fall of 1927, Dr. T. E. Hays of 
Hays and Co., Calgary, took in the 
Royal Winter Fair, Toronto. While 
there he bought four sons of the then 
famous $15,000 All-American bull, Jo- 
hanna Rag Apple Pabst and shipped 
them back to Alberta. About one 
year later he put their large herd on 
R. O. P. and has kept it on continu- 
ously ever since. About the same time 
the Hays’ boys started exhibiting 
their cattle at the Class “A” and “B” 
fairs. It is now interesting to analyze 
and appraise the results from the use 
of these half brothers in the Hays 
herd. 

The bull that has always found the 
most favor in the eyes of Dr. Hays 
and his son Harry, who is now in 
charge of the herd, is Montvic Rag 
Apple De Kol 71786. His shoulder and 
brisket were injured at an early age 
so he has never looked very present- 
able for visitors and he has never 
been shown but he has proved to be 
@ real breeding bull and is the only 
one of the four that is still in service 
fin the herd. His dam was the Gold 
Medal cow, Pauline Dandelion De Kol 
93899, a great breeding matron. 

Montvic Rag Apple De Kol now has 





22 daughters that have completed R. 
O. P. records in the Hays herd. If 
these are figured to a mature equiva- 
lent basis using Supt. Norton’s con- 
version factors, they average just an 
even 17,000 lbs. of milk with 598.4 lbs. 
of fat and a test of 3.52%. No less 
than nineteen of these daughters had 
tested dams in the herd, both dams 
and daughters were tested under very 
similar conditions and at about the 
same time. Their mature equivalents 
were 18,103 lbs. of milk, 613 lbs. of fat 
and a test of 3.39. It is easy to see 
that De Kol was mated to the best 
producing cows in the Hays herd and 
although it would appear that he has 
not quite maintained their high aver- 
age production it must be remem- 
bered that most of his daughters rec- 
ords are immature while that of their 
dams are mature and in the Hays 
herd at least the mature cows show 
greater increases over their heifer 
records than Supt. Norton’s conver- 
sion factors allow. Everyone will 
agree that any bull that maintains 
18,000 lb. production is doing well. His 
hightest record daughter to date is 
Hays Trixie Prilly 2nd which as a 
three-year-old produced 19,990 lbs. of

milk, 655 lbs. of fat and I understand 
she has since completed a record of 
something like 24,000 lbs. of milk. 


“De Kol’s” greatest claim to fame 
probably comes from the uniformly 
good type that he sires. His young 
stuff may appear a bit leggy for the 
modern trend in Canadian Holstein 
breeding but they develop into very 
large individuals that as mature cows 
certainly fill the eye. They have par- 
ticularly good udders, shoulders and 
necks. Most of Hays and Co. show 
herd the last few years consists al- 
most entirely of the progeny of “De 
Kol.” He is being bred to practically 
everything on the farm excepting his 
own daughters and their barns are 
filling up with them so that his serv- 
ices are being automatically curtailed. 
His sons and grandsons are breeding 
on in a gratifying manner and are 
heading some of the best herds in 
both West and Eastern Canada. 


Another member of this quartette 
was Montvic Rag Apple Echo 71782. 
His dam was Artis Pontiac Echo, a 
daughter of King Paul Pontiac Echo 
2nd. “Echo” quit breeding at an early 
age and therefore did not have the 
opportunity that he deserved. He was 
on the show circuit and kept in high 
fit which probably had something to 
do with his early retirement. He has 
13 daughters that have completed R. 
O. P. records in the Hays herd, 11 of 
which have tested dams. The 11 
daughters have a mature equivalent 
average of 17,250 lbs. of milk and a 
test of 3.72% fat. The dams have 16,- 
385 lbs. of milk and a test of 3.46%. 
This gives him a Mount Hope Index 
on 11 dam-daughter pairs of 18,115 
lbs. of milk, 720 lbs. of fat and a test 
of 3.98% fat. Nine daughters are 
higher in milk than their dams and 
an equal number higher in lbs. fat 
as well as in per cent of fat. 


Montvic Rag Apple Echo left a lot 
of very useful cows with on the whole 
extra good udders and a high test but 
they just lacked a few little things 
that kept them from getting on top in 
the show ring. They were however 
shortlegged cattle as compared to the 
offspring of “De Kol.” 


Montvic Rag Apple Pontiac was 
from a full sister of the dam of 
“Echo,” therefore was 10% the same 
breeding. He was never used much 
in the Hays herd but saw some serv- 
ice in other herds in which the Hays 
Co. were more or less interested. We 
have not sufficient data to offer an 
appraisal on this bull but he was con- 
sidered to be the the least desirable 
of the four half brothers. 


Montvic Rag Apple Hartog 73356 is 


























the fourth member of this quartette 
and is probably the most difficult of 
all to properly appraise. As a growing 
bull he was the least promising of the 
four brothers but after he passed 
three he was easily the best show 
bull of the lot and was shown over 
a very wide circuit several seasons 
and was reserve senior champion at 
the Royal- in 1932 and Axle Han- 
sen could have made him champion 
without serious controversy on that 
occasion. Because he lacked promise 
as a youngster he was not bred to 
many good cows in the Hays herd and 
when he got older he was on the 
show circuit a lot of the time and he 
spent the most of one year in an On- 
tario herd. In spite of his limited 
service he has sired two reserve All- 
Americans, namely, Hays Supreme 
that was grand champion bull at the 
C. N. E. in 1934 and Hays Hartog 
Helene, that was Reserve All-Ameri- 
can junior yearling heifer in 1931. 
Hays Seventy-Five is another of his 
progeny that has been shown since a 
calf and this year stood at or near the 
top as three-year-old at the Prairie 
and Coast shows. The Hays boys have 
never considered him as good a breed- 
ing bull as De Kol and yet as Harry 
says when he sired a good one they 
were extra good. On checking up on 
his progeny I am led to believe that 
his greatest handicap is that on the 
whole he was never mated to as good 
_a bunch of cows as was De Kol. He 
is a deeper bull than either De Kol 
or Echo and has a better head than 
either and they both had good ones 
which he puts on most of his calves. 
He has a particularly long quarter 
and wide flat rump but his tailbone is 
not just as smooth as it might be. 

“Hartog” has 11 tested daughters, 
nine of which have tested dams. 
These 11 daughters on a mature equi- 
valent basis average 17,237 lbs. of 
milk and 603.31 lbs. of fat with an 
average test of 3.5. His nine daugh- 
ters with tested dams average 16,613 
Ibs. of milk and test 3.49, their dams 
average 15,136 lbs. of milk and test 
3.338% fat giving him a Mount Hope 
index of 18,090 lbs. of milk, 660 lbs. 
of fat with a ttest of 3.65. In every 
case the daughter is equal or greater 
than her dam in milk, total fat and 
per cent fat. His highest record 
daughter thus far has 19,519 lbs. of 
milk, 688 lbs. of fat and a test of 
3.52% in 365 days as a four-year-old. 
Her dam is untested. 


Montvic Rag Apple Hartog as we 
said in the beginning was sired by 
Johanna Rag Apple Pabst and was 
from the good cow, Dixie Echo Har- 
tog who was never given an oppor- 
tunity to make a good record. She 
was sired by King Paul Pontiac Echo, 
the well known son of Pauline Colan- 
tha Posch and Avondale Pontiac 
Scho. Her dam was the Gold Medal 
cow, Dixie Colantha Hartog, with 
1,081 lbs. of butter and 24,000 lbs. of 
milk in 305 days. 


This then is the story of four half 
brothers or rather perhaps just three 
of them that were used in one herd 
at the same time. From a breeding 
standpoint they present an interesting 
study in as much as their offspring 
and was reared and tested under simi- 


lar conditions and at about the same 
time.

HOLSTEIN WINS CLUB CONTEST 


A Holstein Calf Club boy won the 
second Kansas 4-H Production Con- 
test, according to a report just re- 
ceived from D. M. Seath, Extension 
Dairyman at Kansas State College. 
The boy was Junior Yungmeyer, 
Wichita, Kansas. To win the contest, 
Junior cared for and reported rec- 
ords on his three-year-old purebred 
Holstein cow which produced 401.5 
pounds of butterfat during a little 
better than eleven months out of the 
past year. In addition to scoring high 
on the record of his cow, Junior re- 
ceived a high rating on the practica- 
bility of the rations fed, the approved 
management methods used, as_ well! 
as on the story and completeness of 
the records kept. Out of 100 possible 
points in the entire contest he se- 
cured 89. This is Junior’s last year 
in 4-H club work. He plans to enter 
Kansas State College this next fall. 


Miss La Resta Duston of Athol, 
Smith County, Kansas, repeated her 
performance of 1934 by winning the 
trip to the National Dairy Show of 
fered by the Kansas Holstein Breed- 
ers’ Association. Inasmuch as the 
one scoring the highest in the entire 
contest received the trip offered by 
the 4-H Club Department, it fell to the 
state breed association to sponsor tho 
second rating individual with a 4-H 
Holstein. Under this classification La 
Resta scored 87 points in the contest. 
She cared for a three-year-old Hol- 
stein cow that produced 357 pounds of 
butterfat in ten months. One inter- 
esting aspect to the record of per- 


formance is the fact that Smith Coun- 
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ty is one of the driest counties in 
Kansas, and had a very acute feed 
situation. In spite of this she was 
able not only to make a creditable 
record but to do it in a proficient 
manner. The records indicate that 
her cow returned $53.03 above feed 
cost. Both La Resta and Junior re- 
ceived trips to the National Dairy 
Show, and report many things learned 
while there.

Milk production on farms in the 
United States decreased slightly more 
than 3% in 1934 from the 1933 level, 
according to the estimate of the Bu- 
reau of Agricultural Economics, U. S. 
Department of Agriculture. The 1934 
figures were 93,940,000,000 lbs., the 
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lowest yearly production total in the 
U. S. since 1929. A big factor in the 
decline, according to the Department, 
was lowest average production per 
cow on account of drouth and feed 
conditions. The figure for 1934 is an 
average of 4,030 lbs. compared with 
4,178 lbs. in 1933 and 4,582 Ibs. in 
1929. Dairy cow numbers averaged 
slightly higher in 1934 than in 1938, 
although they were lower at the end 
of the year.

The two proposed amendments to 
the Constitution and By-Laws will be 
of interest to all Canadian Holstein 
breeders. Secretary Clemons, on be- 
half of the Executive Committee offers 
an amendment setting up general 
rules under which extension work 
may be conducted in any electoral 
district by branch of sub-committees 
under control of the Extension Serv- 








ice Committee of the Dominion Asso- 
ciation. 


The New Brunswick branch, Lorne 
Logan, Secretary, proposes a “mora- 
torium” on penalty fees for register- 
ing females over one year old for 
members of the Dominion Associa- 
tion. If this amendment passes, it 
will mean that any member may reg- 
ister any eligible female, regardless 
of age, for the regular $2.00 fee dur- 
ing the period from Feb. 10, 1936, to 
April 10, 1936, the purpose of the 
amendment being to give Association 
members this opportunity to catch up 
on their back registrations without 
paying the extra fee for the older an- 
imals. The sponsors of this resolu- 
tion believe there are quite a number 
of pure bred females in the herds of 
members that have not been regis- 
tered during the past few years and 
that this two-month moratorium will 
bring many of these animals back to 
the registered status where of course 
they belong. They also believe that 
non-members who have such older fe- 
males eligible for registry will thus 
be encouraged to become members 
and to take advantage of this amend- 
ment it passes. Members having ideas 
on this important subject, will have 
the opportunity of expressing them in 
the discussion preceding the vote on 
this proposed amendment. 


As usual the annual banquet will 


be one of the important and interest- 
ing features of the meeting. The 
speaker will be Sir Edward Beatty, 
President of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway, who will have a message of 
real value to all who may be privil- 
eged to hear him. The C. P. R. has 
an enormous investment in Canadian 
agriculture and in the Holstein indus- 
try, and Sir Edward is vitally inter- 
ested in the success and progress of 
the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
Canada. His address will be broad- 
cast over station C. R. C. T. between 
8:30 and 9 P. M., and those unable to 
attend the banquet should be sure to 
listen in at that time. The ladies are 
especially invited, as dancing will fol- 
low the banquet.

Tested in Subdivision 
B of Canadian R. O. P., she made last 
year 28,138 lbs. milk, containing 1,049 
lbs. fat, the largest record for either 
milk or fat ever reported in North 
America on two-time work. Now she 
has come back with a still larger rec- 
ord for milk—29,052 lbs.—and with a 
fat record of 1,039 lbs. Neither of 
these records have ever yet been ap- 
proached for either milk or fat by any 
other dairy animal on the Western 
Continent in two-time work. 

So far as we can determine, her 
milk record on two-time work has 
been exceeded only by the Australian 
Friesian, Murray Glen Sylvia Topsy, 
with 30,057.5 lbs. milk containing 
989.05 lbs. at. Her fat record has been 
exceeded on two-time work by the 
Australian Jersey, Wagga Gladys, with 
1,149.38 lbs. fat at six years and 
1,259.66 lbs. fat at 12 years, these two 
great records not being in consecutive 
lactations. Pontiac Dutchland De 
Vries may accordingly be conceded 
the world’s championship over all 
breeds for two consecutive lactations 
for either milk or fat on twice a day 
milking. 





Banostine Alcartra Norine 
owned by E. L .Sweet, Belmont, Ont., 
is another champion ‘‘two-timer’”’ 
that has recently come back with an- 
other large record.

She ran at pasture with the 
rest of the herd during the summer 
season, at which time her grain ration 
was cut to not more than five pounds 
twice a day.

The third of these full brothers out 
of Lady Meg Posch was Montvic 
Posch Rag Apple, who was sold to 
J. B. C. Tyler, West Newbury, Vt., 
where he was reported last summer 
as having nearly 50 choice daughters 
coming along, all that have freshened 
making nice records in Cow Testing 
Association work. 

Another son of Lady Meg Posch 
that is making good is Baron Posch 
Rag Apple, sired by Montvic Rag 
Apple Baron, one of the great 4% 
sons of Johanna Rag Apple Pabst. 


This bull is senior sire in the well 
known Tamblyn herds at Orono, Ont., 
where he is reported to be doing a 
splendid job as a sire. 

The last calf out of old Lady Meg 
Posch was another bull, sired by 
Montvie Chieftain. A half interest in 
this great prospect was sold to Hop- 
kins Bros., the breeders of the dam, 
but we are informed that they were 
so unfortunate as to lose him. 

The old girl has one R. O. P. daugh- 
ter, Montvic Lady Meg, with a two- 
year-old record of exactly 600 lbs. fat 
from 16,054 lbs. milk, 3.74%. He 
youngest daughter was sired by Mont- 
vie Chieftain and was named Montvic 
Chieftain Meg. This is the heifer that 
came so near to freshening in the ring 
at the Royal last month, notwithstand- 
ing which she won her class at that 
strong show, but being just fresh was 
unable to compete for championship 
or in the groups. She was also junior 
champion at Ormstown as a calf in 
1934 and a money calf at the Royal 
last year. 


The accompanying picture of Lady 
Meg Posch was taken by the World 
camera about a year ago and shows 
her at just about 12 years old. A 
grand old breeding matron in every 
way, with a splendid udder for a cow 
of her age, she is the kind that breeds 
on and on, year atter year, and we 
hope she has many more years of use- 
fulness before her.

William J. Murphy, Lindsay, On- 
tario sales agent of the Victoria Coun- 
ty Holstein Breeders’ Club, reports 
that Holsteins are moving briskly in 
that district with buyers snapping up 
everything along the line of good com- 
mercial pure bred cattle.
